by deleting Section 2 of the bill and by substituting instead the following:
SECTION 2. Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 36-6-404, is amended by
inserting the following as a new, appropriately designated subsection thereto:

( ) The administrative office of the courts, in consultation with the
Tennessee bar association's family law section, the Tennessee council of
juvenile and family court judges, the domestic relations committee of the
Tennessee judicial conference, and other knowledgeable persons, shall study
the implementation and use of the parenting plan process and form in child
custody cases involving children born out of wedlock which are heard in juvenile
courts and other Tennessee courts. The administrative office of the courts shall
report its findings, along with any recommendations regarding implementation
and use of the form, to the judiciary committee of the senate and the children and
family affairs committee of the house of representatives by no later than January
15, 2006.
SECTION 3. This act shall take effect upon becoming a law, the public welfare

requiring it.
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
